The word escaped from 


Dory Funk Jr.’s lips like the hiss of 
steam leaving a radiator. “Damn, 
damn, DAMNNWN!” he repeated.

Funk was referring to our 
ratings placing him 10th on the 
“Most Hated Wrestlers” list. I was 
surprised at Funk’s astonishment. 
After all, his recent ring conduct 
has been less than saintly. 

“Just a second,” Funk said as he 
reached into a suitcase which was 
leaning against the concrete 


dressing room wall. “Looka here.’ 
Funk pulled out a tattered leather- 
bound book about 18 inches wide. 
The word “Scrapbook” was 
embossed on the cover in gold.

Each page of Funk’s scrapbook 
was a tribute to his greatness as a 
scientific wrestler. One clipping 
after another described Dory’s 
masterful use of scientific 
maneuvers. Interestingly, Funk’s 
scrapbook did not contain any } 
clippings after April 1973. Funk 
lost the NWA title in May 1973. 

“See, I told ya,” Funk said after I 
finished browsing through the 
book. How can you guys say 
I’m hated.” 

I was going to respond with 
descriptions of Funk’s last 
matches, bouts in which the fans 
booed him unmercifully. However, 
I said nothing. There was 
something wrong here. Only a 
short time ago, this same man 
chastised fans in Detroit for 
cheering him and his brother, 
Terry, in their match against 
Abdullah the Butcher and The 
Sheik (story on page 43).

IRST TIME I ever saw Andre 

the Giant, I swore off booze. 
I’d been on a bender and thought 
my brain had finally snapped. You 
see those bums on the Bowery, 
cleaning windows, begging for 
nickels. Used to know some of 
them. When I met Andre, sure as 
shooting I thought I’d be 
joining them. 

Andre is big. Very big. His hand 
is the size of my head. One foot 
could stamp out Brock. I didn’t 
want to get him angry. I bought a 
round. Then he bought one. 
Twenty-five rounds later, I was 
under a chair convinced I was 
Maurice Chevalier. 

Back to wrestling. I'd like to 
portray Andre in a human light. 
Many wrestlers are conveyed as 
one-dimensional, gruff, and 
overbearing. Few realize the well 
of kindness rippling in many 
grapplers.

I'll never forget 
his reply: 

“My fans are the whole world to 
me,” Andre said. “I do not care ifa 
fan calls at three in the morning. | 
am always available for my fans.” 

A lot of wrestlers say they love 
the fans. I don’t put much stock in 
words. Sounds strange fora writer, 
huh? No, give me action. Anyone 
can say anything they want. Make 
them back up their claims with 
action and you see a lot 
hemming and hawing. 

Andre showed character. He’s a 
superstar. He could manipulate the 
fans, smile and wave while in the- 
arena, then turn surly and 
disconcerned outside the squared 
circle. He could, but he doesn’t.

Beneath that huge frame beats a 
kind heart.

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MOST LIKELY 
TO TAKE 
NY TITLE’’ 
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S HARLEY RACE advances 

in his fourth year as NWA 
titleholder, PRO WRESTLING 
ILLUSTRATED asked him for his 
views on the top six contenders for 
his belt. The following story is a 
transcript of Race’s opinions, 
recorded en route to a wrestling 
show in Tampa, Florida, aboard 
Race’s private jet, “The Kansas 
City Bomber.” 

SUPERSTAR BILLY GRA- 
HAM: “Mean and strong. Fora lot 
of reasons, Graham worries me 
the most. First of all, the way he 
cheats. Graham has _ perfected 
breakin’ the rules. Ain’t no 
wrestler alive who can break the 
rules quite like Graham. I’ve seen 
him slip a short steel pipe into his 
hand, crack it against an 
opponent’s head and toss it out of 
the ring before the ref knew what 
happened. Graham may sound 
like a moron, but he ain't no 
dummy. He’s shrewd and 
dedicated to winning at any cost. 
Graham don’t care if he is about to 
collapse. He’ll go on. You gotta 
batter him from one end of the ring 
to the other. Maybe he’ll quit 
by then.” 

ANDRE THE GIANT:‘“What 
can you say about a man who can 
touch the fifth floor of a building, 
then move it if he doesn’t like the 
way things stand? I've had my 
success against Andre ‘cause | 
know how to avoid his clinches. If 
Andre gets you into a hold, kiss 
your butt good-bye because he’s 
bringin’ it home. With Andre, you 
gotta avoid making him mad. I’ve 
seen Andre angry and he goes 
berserk. An enraged Giant is 
unstoppable. To stay alive against 
Andre, you gotta avoid angering 
him, avoid the clinches and keep 
movin’. Not runnin’, movin’. Jab 
and run, smack and run, slip 
behind, put a move on, keep 
movin’. Andre the Giant has the 
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NWA champion Harley Race battles some of the men he feels have the best 
chance to take his title.

potential to destroy any opponent 
on any given evenin’.” 

DUSTY RHODES: “Ah, jelly- 
belly himself. Tubby’s time has 
past. Look at him. Guy can’t keep 
himself in shape, looks like an 
inflated tire. He moves like a dead 
worm. He ain’t got no moves 
except the bionic elbow and he’s 
usually too tired to use it. So why 
do linclude him on my list? "Cause 
he'll get title shot after title shot 
until Pye thrown him out of 
wrestling. Fans want to see me 
wrestle Rhodes. I'll do it, not so 
much ’cause I care about fans, but 
‘cause I have a duty to wrestle the 





top contenders. When you wrestle 
someone night after night, you’re 
bound to have an off night. Look 
what happened last year when I 
had a bad night and Rhodes took 
my belt. Wasn’t like he was any 
good ‘cause I whipped his fat butt a 
few days later. Still, he’s a 
contender and you gotta deal 
with that.’ 

TERRY FUNK: “I call him the 
Clown Prince of Wrestlin’. One 
thing I can never forgive is his 
interference in my affairs. He’s got 
a big mouth and a little brain, two 
things I can’t respect. Fact is, I see 
nothin’ about Funk to respect or

like. He ain’t got no skill, no mind, 
no sense of where or who he is. All 
he can do is run at the mouth like 
some slobberin’ infant. I gotta 
laugh when he talks about Texas. 
I'm surprised he doesn’t lose 
himself in the desert, never to be 
seen again. So why do I think he’s 
one of the men who-can take my 
title? He’s ruthless, I mean, there 
ain’t nothin’ he won’t do. He ain’t 
got one sense of fair play or one 
iota of morality. He needs his 
brother to help him. I can see one 
night bein’ ambushed by Funk the 
way he ambushed Rhodes. I can 
see that and see him winnin’ the 
title. But that’s the only way Funk 
could ever win the belt.” 
WAHOO McDANIEL: “A aut- 
less snivelin’ toad. Show him your 
fist and he backs away. Show him 
his blood and he cries. Wahoo 
made his rep by beatin’ on prelim 
bums, not by handlin’ anyone with 
any toughness or character. He 
ain’t got any skills I can see. But 
McDaniel got one thing you gotta 
respect: a volatile temper. I’ve 
seen Wahoo on a_ mindless 
rampage and he’s somethin’ to 
avoid. When he gets that way, 
McDaniel forgets his yellow 
streak, the fact he moves like a 
train in quicksand, and all he’s got 
is puny muscles. Suddenly, 
Wahoo is a champ. He is 
dangerous. You gotta respect that.” 
RIC FLAIR: “A good, young 
dude who’s been listenin’ to the 
wrong sort of people. When | first 
saw Flair, | thought he’d be a 
champion sure as the day is short 
in January. But he ain’t fulfilled my 
predictions ‘cause he’s too worried 
about how he looks and whether 
fans like him or not. Until you get 
away from listenin’ to the morons 
in the’ arena, you’re gonna go 
nowhere awfully quick. Look at 
me, I don’t listen to fans ‘cause 99 
percent of them ain’t got nothin’ to 
say. Ric Flair ain’t realized that. 
When he does, look out for him. 
He’s got speed, guts, and strength. 
Underneath that smirk, he’s the 
model for a champ. Someday.” 0

STRIPPING PUTSKI 
AND SANTANA 
OF THE WWF BELTS 


T IS EXPECTED that the rule- 

breakers would call for Ivan 
Putski and Tito Santana to be 
stripped of the WWF title. It is 
shocking to hear their friends 
suggesting the same thing. 

The tag team hasn’t defended 
their title in too long atime. First, 
Tito suffered a crippling injury. 
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Then, they began to wrestle 
singly and in non-title matches. 
They won’t—or can’t—defend 
their WWF tag team title. The 
belts, one of the most valuable 
properties in wrestling, are 
nowhere to be found. 

It isn’t easy for the friends of 
Putski and Santana to call for 


their title to be stripped. This 
isn’t an easy situation. The 
friends have made the hard 
decision. Although they remain 
anonymous, and the pair’s 
friends, they have finally made 
their feelings public. 

“To come out against Ivan or 
Tito hurts,” one friend begins,

“but it has to be done. The title, 
to be worth anything, must be 
defended constantly. To ignore 
challengers, to keep the title out 
of public view, is inexcusable. 
Look, I’m not accusing them of 
cowardice or anything like that. 
I’m sure they have a very good, 
honorable reason for not 
defending the belts. That doesn’t 
matter. If they can’t defend a 
title, they should give it up.” 
Another friend listens to the 
above argument and shakes his 
head. “Yes, you’re right,” he 
agrees, “but we’re talking about 
Ivan and Tito, not two strangers. 
Those guys have helped both of 
us and hundreds like us. It’d be 
like stabbing your best friend in 
the back to call for their belts. 
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Santana twists the Samoan’s ankle during a title defense in New York (above). 
Putski calls for medical attention for his partner (below left). Ivan feels elation, 


while Tito feels pain (below right). 


Would they do it to us?” 

“Yes, they would,” the first 
man replies, “and it would hurt 
them a$ much as it’s hurting us.” 

This conversation has been 
repeated, in one or another, by 
almost every scientific wrestler 
in the WWF. Some have stated it 
outright, others have simply 
agreed, A few have said they 
wouldn’t go public with their 
beliefs for anything in the world. 
Interestingly, no one said Tito 
and Ivan should be allowed not 
to defend their title for 
much longer. 

“If | was ever in trouble,” one 
top wrestler swore, “the first guy 
Vd go for help is Ivan. The 
second guy I’d go to is Tito. | 
don’t think men like that should 
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have their title taken from them. 
At least, they should be given a 


hearing, then areasonable dead- 


line before which they’d have to 
defend. Guys like that deserve 
every chance in the book and a 
few more besides!” 

Naturally, the enemies of Tito 
and Ivan loudly shout for the title 
to be taken from the champions. 
Lou Albano, manager of the 
Samoans, declares, “If any of my 
champions refused to defend 
their title, you could bet the belts 
would be taken from them 
instantly. Just because the idiot 
fans like Putski and Santana, 
those two cowards get to keep 
their belts without having to 
defend them. There’s a double 
standard in the WWF and it’s a 





disgrace. A disgrace!” 

As their enemies shout, and 
their friends reluctantly agree, 
Tito and Ivan are forced to reply. 
Ivan especially is aware of the 
situation. Friends say he isn’t 
sleeping well these days. 

"It’s the injury,” Tito says, “let 
the blame fall on me. Ivan is 
protecting me, not the title. It’s 
been hard for me to come back, 
and Ivan is letting me take my 
time. Don’t blame Ivan.” 

When Ivan is contacted later, 
he claims, “It’s my decision. It’s 
taken us longer than expected to 
get back the rhythm we had 
before Tito’s injury. Tito wants to 
defend the title, but | say no. All 
the blame is on my head. If they 
want to strip the title from us, 
that’s their business. They won’t 
rush us.” 

Friends of the men believe 
neither one is telling the truth. 
“Tito is fine,” one says, “there’s 
nothing wrong. At least not with 
Tito. | don’t know what they’re 
trying to hide, or who they’re 
trying to protect, but nothing 
they say makes sense. | wouldn’t 
be surprised if the WWF officials 
are calling the shots. For some 
reason, they don’t want to let 
Ivan and Tito have a title match 
just yet. I just don’t understand it.” 

As for the WWF, an official 
statement reads, “We have no 
intention of taking the tag team 
title from Ivan Putski and Tito 
Santana at this time. We do not 
see such an action becoming 
necessary in the future. If it does, 
we will consider the problem 
then. The WWE sees no problem 
now.” 

If the WWF sees no problem, 
they’re the only ones. Putski and 
Santana have no defenders 
outside the commission offices. 
More and more, people are 
clamoring for a title match or 
stripping the champions. Tito 
and Ivan have made no definite 
plans to defend their title soon. 

As one wrestler bemoaned, 
“These are very sad times.” O

borrowed maneuvers, and 
anything else which enabled him to 
retain his title. 

Wearing both hats drains a man. 
Yet Bockwinkel thrived on the 
pressure and work. Shrewdly 
cerebral, Bockwinkel viewed his 
task with intellectual curiosity. 

“People say it can’t be done, that 
eventually you'll wear out and fall 
apart,” Bockwinkel said. “I want to 
prove them wrong.” 

Without Heenan’s 
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frenetic 


influences, Bockwinkel’s style grew 
colder, more cunning. Each match 
offered new ways of wrestling some 
shockingly brilliant, others 
horribly deceitful. 

Whatever, Bockwinkel’s imprint 
was apparent. It was his career, his 
title, Ais life. He would solicit 
advice, but he decided how to use 
such advice. Bockwinkel listened. 
Still, he retained the option of 
rejecting or accepting any 
suggestions. 


And Nick loved his role, despite 
the midnight hours and lonely 
pressures. 

“If 1 won't do it for me, who will? 
In the end, it is my neck on the 
line,” said Bockwinkel. “Anyone 
can make suggestions and devise 
strategies. But I take the blows. I 
get hurt. When your neck is being 
stretched, you have the last word.” 

Re-enter Bobby Heenan. Upon 
his return to the AWA, 
Bockwinkel eagerly sought his old 
friend’s advice. 

“Bobby and | are brothers,” said 
Bockwinkel. “I'd be delighted to 
have him as my manager.” 

Once re-united, Bockwinkel and 
Heenan acted as if they'd never 
been separated. Foes fell quickly. 
Again, Heenan’s brash mouth 


echoed across the arenas. 

“My man Bockwinkel is the best, 
the greatest, none can compare 
with him,” shouted Heenan. “I’ve 





got the most cunning strategy 
imaginable. I have charted a course 
which will lead Bockwinkel into 
wrestling immortality.” 

That’s when trouble began. 
Understandably, Bockwinkel was 
irritated at Bobby Heenan’s 
pronouns. While Heenan was 
away in Georgia, Bockwinkel 
managed to retain his title. Heenan 
didn’t tell him what to do. 
Bockwinkel did all the work. 

And Bockwinkel wasn’t about to

share credit. Time came for a calm 
discussion. However, the 
discussion was not calm. 

“Me and Bobby had a frank 
exchange of views,"’ said 
Bockwinkel. “We had to settle 
matters and make sure Heenan 
understood who decided what.” 

In other words, Nick? 

“I’m the boss,” snapped Nick. “I 
give the order, I decide who I 
wrestle, where I wrestle, when I 
wrestle, and what I want out of life. 
Heenan is simply an advisor. A 
trusted one, a loyal one, a close and 
good friend. But I call the shots. I 
am the boss and I wanted Heenan 
to understand that. 

“Since Bobby’s come back, | felt 
he was receiving too much credit 
for my success. I will concede he 
taught me things, as I taught him 
things. But I don’t want myself 
viewed as someone dependent on 
his manager. 

“I made my own mark in the 
world. No one gave me anything. I 
had to fight and scratch for 
every little success I’ve ever had. | 
didn’t have a silver spoon in my 
mouth. I worked my way up the 
ladder,” snarled Bockwinkel. 

“T'll be damned if anyone will 
take my glory from me,”

Heenan was hurt and unusually 
secretive about the controversy.
